individuals, could not have produced. Credit must 
given the open-minded objectively with which 
most these state department men have viewed their 
own brain-children.

proposals, several which are epoch-making—if 
not revolutionary. Such measures the long-debated 
revision the Milk Sanitation Section the Agricul- 
tural Code (Senate Bill Senate Bill 1470, the 
first legislative revision the Restaurant Sanitation 
Act since 1909; Senate Bill 523, which provides for 
the commitment mentally-ill patents state insti- 
tutions local health officers; Senate Bill 315, which 
revises and essentially doubles the state grants-in-aid 
for the care the tuberculous; and the vitally sig- 
nificant Assembly Bill 2223, providing state financial 
assistance for qualified local health departments, and 
many others, demanded and received our most thorough 
study. 

From there, the legislative battle was waged largely 
the State Department Public Health with 
occasional assist some the sidelines. The 
therefore, belongs the State Department and 
its staff and, review, the legislative year 1947 
banner year for public health California. 


Gains Imply Larger Responsibility 


However, these new and improved public health 
tools are not only great gains, but they, likewise, imply 
larger responsibility. There one sentence Section

How 
much money shall receive and how plan spend 
are merely adjunctive the main purpose this 
legislation. Let reword this sentence, follows: 

Legislature seeks (1) provide necessary 

public health services the people the State 

California, and (2) assist health departments

effiicient and effective 
There are two key phrases this sentence—first, the 
phrase ‘‘necessary public health services’’ and, sec- 
ond, the words efficient and effective.’’ 

With $3,000,000 the people the State Cali- 
fornia hope buy something that has been sporadically 
distributed throughout the State. Even the basic 
public health services’’ are not uniformly 
available throughout the State. some extent, these 
basic (necessary) services will vary from locality 
locality. Areas with high tuberculosis death rate call 
for intensive tuberculosis control program, whereas, 
beach pollution studies would useless inland 
counties. 

convert services which have been traditionally 
ill-housed, poorly-equipped, under-manned, under- 
paid, and often poorly-trained, titanic undertaking 
which none can accomplish one year. Yet, 
suspect that next year’s appropriation may scaled, 
part, the progress are able make the next 
six nine months. The problem not much how 
can spend the money, but actually, how much can 
increase the efficiency and effectiveness the public 
health program the State California. 

Health officers, generally, have been noncommercial 
and self-denying the best tradition the medical 
profession. have been rewarded, part, public 
confidence and esteem. If, under the pressing need for 
more personnel, permit ourselves drawn into 
undignified scramble for the limited available per- 
sonnel, will end ‘‘robbing Peter pay Paul’’ 
without increasing the ‘‘efficiency and 
the public health program the State.

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Poliomyelitis California, 1947 


Poliomyelitis has behaved unusual fashion 
California 1947. During the first three months 
the year unusually high number cases were 
reported for the winter season. The majority these 
patients were Los Angeles County and probably 
represent the tail end the 1946 epidemic. One the 
reasons for the prolonged continuance this outbreak 
may related the migration large numbers 
new susceptibles into the area. This increased incidence 
shown the chart presented below. 

The chart shows that during the first six months 
1947, the incidence poliomyelitis was higher than 
for the first half 1946. Although during the summer 
the number cases reported increased, the total has 
remained within the normal limits for the season. 

Barring unusual type epidemic, the danger 
period 1947 probably past and the total number 
for this year expected fall below that for 
1946. (From Acute Communicable Disease Service).

Diphtheria Still Claims Many Lives 
State and Nation 


Diphtheria has often been used example 
how the application preventive procedures can 
tively bring dangerous enemy under control 
relatively short time. 

The battle against this disease the United States, 
far from over. The phenomenal gains 
against diphtheria, which were especially large during 
the two decades 1940, were virtually brought 
halt the war and postwar years. ‘‘This sharp 
reminder,’’ reports the September Statistical Bul- 
‘‘that continued vigilance the price 
our health effort.’’ 

the United States during 1946 there were 16,423 
cases this disease reported—about the same number 
for each the years from 1940 1942. Nearly 
1,600 persons, most them young children, died from 
diphtheria the Nation 1945, and the death toll 
for last year was about 1,300. 

California has shown percent increase the 
number diphtheria cases reported since 1940 al- 
though 1946 figures were lower than those for 1945. 
This downward trend has continued during the first 
nine months 1947. 

Cases diphtheria reported California for 1940 
through 1946 are follows:

Some the factors which may have accounted for 
the increase are: 

greatly increased population with the intro- 
duction new ‘‘susceptibles’’—those lacking immun- 
ity—into the State. 

Rapid jump the birth rate during the war 
meant that large group children were susceptible 
infection time when less medical personnel were 
available give protective services against the disease.

Despite the high percentage, response diph- 
theria immunization appeals was poor. was inferred 
from the survey that the poor response was not due 
mere ignorance its existence.

The Public Health Assistance Bill, Chapter 1562 


the Statutes 1947, provides allotment 
$3,000,000 for the extension public health service 


throughout the State. The same Legisalture increased 
the state subsidy counties for the care the tuber- 
from per patient day sliding scale 
ranging from $1.55 the larger counties $2.30 
the smaller counties, the same time removing the 
restriction the payment subsidies nonresident 
eases. Chapter 323 provides state funds match fed- 
eral and local appropriations for tax-supported insti- 
tutions. Chapter 394 completely overhauls the Res- 
taurant Act, the first major revision since 1909, and 
provides standards cleanliness restaurant opera- 
tion which will uniform throughout the State. 
Resolutions were also directed the State Depart- 
ment Public Health requesting studies and recom- 
mendations for community action the control 
eancer and other chronic diseases, rheumatic fever, and 
severely handicapped individuals. 

The Health Assistance Bill provides that 
the funds made available shall alloted according 
the following formula: each county shall receive 
basic allotment $16,000, cents per 
whichever sum the smaller. This means that counties 
26,000 population less, will receive cents per 
capita under the basic allotment. the more populous 


communities this amount will negligible from 


per capita standpoint. Cities operating health depart- 
ments will share the basic allotment per capita 
basis. 


The remainder the funds will allocated 
health jurisdictions meeting standards direct pro- 
portion the population served. This will amount 
approximately cents per capita. 


Standards met order eligible for 
funds under this program were set the State Board 
Health September 30th after formal approval 
the California Conference Local Health 
fact, the local health officers actually developed 
the standards which were submitted the State Board 
Health and adopted. These additional funds will 
way toward developing better programs for the

Hospital Bed Shortage

Hospital Construction

Recently, 
X-ray equipment has been developed which makes 
possible mass surveys low unit cost. 

Accumulating evidence indicates that the vaccina- 
tion children and young people who are associated 
with the tuberculous will materially reduce the inci- 
dence the disease. The development streptomycin 
and similar drugs may now make the treatment the 
disease less expensive and more rapid. 

the basis present knowledge, however, 
essential that develop realistic program for case 
finding and for the adequate treatment the cases 
found. This particularly urgent since surveys which 
have been done indicate that there are approximately 
25,000 undiscovered cases our State now. 

Time does not permit the discussion the other un- 
solved problems, but the provision adequate hos- 
pital facilities and the development effective 
tuberculosis control program would relieve untold suf- 
fering and huge annual economic losses. 


Municipalities not ordinarily have direct
